17 our compaſſionate Creator immediately pro- 
vided a Redeemer. And likewiſe in his Diſ- 
penſations with the Old HMorld, for he gave 


it ſeveral Warnipgs ol its approaching Over- 
throw, and was very un Milling to deſtroy it

in that fearful manner: Twas after many re- 
peated Provocations that he ſaid, my Spirit 
ſhall not always ſtrive with Men. 

In which Words, « moſt terrible Threat - 
ning of * Divine Vengeance is expreſs d a- 
gainſt the Ante- diluviant; and by God's 
Blefling they may do much Good to the ſe- 
cure, impenitent, and obſtinate Sinners of 
this Age, as they were firſt uttered for rhe 
Conviction and Converſon' of that impious 
and prophane Generation before the Flood : 
For that was (and this ſeems to be) ſo ſe- 
cure in Sin, that nothing leſs than the Joud 
Sounding Trumper of Wrath to come could 
awaken it. 

I ſhall therefore from them ſhew you, what 
a Gracious, Long- ſuffering and Merciful God 
our Heavenly Father is; for he ſtrives-long 
with a wicked People before he takes Ven- 
geance of them: He bears with a wretched 


Sinner a conſiderable time before he ftrikes

Nay, every one of us to this Day has repeated 
Experience of divine Patience, Longawimity 
and Forbearauce, and may ſay with the P/at- 
miſt, But thou, O Lord, “ art a God, full of 
Compaſſion and Gracious, Long-ſujerivg, and 
lenteous in Mercy and Truth, compares 
it to the Pity of a good tender hearted Fatber 
towards bis Children, which it exceeds as far

Anger, and of great Kindneſs, and repenteth 
bim of rhe Evil.

jects of God's Diſpleaſure (you will ſay) had 
no time to repent, they were cut off imme- 
diately ; the Holy Spirit did not ſtrive with 
them, but took them away in his Indigna- 
tion. However, as God doth magnify his 
Mercy in ſparing and pardoning many Sin- 
ners, ſo he renders his Juſtice glorious in pu- 
niſhing the; Veſſels of Wrath: By the former, 
we learn to love his Goodneſs, and adore the 
Riches ot his Mercy and Forbear ance ; by the 
latter, we are taught to fear his Juſtice, and 
to turn to him in time: But what are theſe 
few Examples of his Severity, to ſtand in 
Competition with thoſe infinite Proofs of the 
divine Bounty, and Indulgence to his Crea- 
tures ? ſeeing every one of us muſt acknow- 
ledge, that in him we live, and move, and 
have our Being ? 

Notwithſtanding, our Merciful Father de- 


lights to ſhew Pity upon his depending Crea- 


tures; he takes much Pleaſure in doing them 
good, and is very willing to communicate 
out of his immenſe Ocean of Bleſſedneſs to 
every thing that is, but more eſpecially to 
Mankind: He ſtrives to reform and fave 
them by his Wonders, Afiiftions, Judgments, 
Threatnings, Mercies and Commands ; by bis 
Minifters, bis Word, and by I holy Spirit, 
which is the principal Author and Diſpenſer 
of all theſe means of Salvation. But when 
they become ineffectual, becauſe Men will 
not be Reform'd, and would rather die in 
their Sins, than forſake them and live for 
ever: In this caſe, God will not ftrive with 
r

Determination with himſelf to delay juſt Pu- 
niſhment no longer. And tbe Lord ſaid, my 
Spirit ſhall nat always ſtrive with Aen. The 
Great God doth not want our Apology, but 
certainly the Judge of the whole Earth will 
do right; for when the God of Patience is 
wearied out with refractory Sinners, what 1s 
more juſt and reaſonable than he ſhould ut- 
rerly deſtroy them from the Exrth by ſudden 
Death, that ſo they may no longer grieve 
his Spirit, abuſe his Clemency, de ſpiſe his 
Goodneſs, nor bardcn others in the ſame 
Sins; and that Men may know, that verily

more prone to Pity than to Severity, and juſt 
the Reverſe of Mankind; they are ſoon pro- 
voked, but hard to be reconciled ; and will 
never forgive nor forget an Affront; but he 
is ſlow to Wrath, unwilling to puniſh ; but rich 
in Mercy, ſwift to ſhow Pity, and ready to 


forgive all Injuries ; and to boar patiently with

the worſt of Men till they repent. Tis evi- 
dent alſo from ſeveral Inſtances in holy Scri- 
pture; for ſo he dealt with Cain and Lamech ;

Nations ot Paleſtine, But in the fourth Genera- 
tion they ſhall come hither again, for the Iniquity 
of the Amorites is not yet full: At the Expira 
tion 'of 1 were gy 
extirpated by Joſhua, Caleb being the fourth 
that took Pon of the promiſed Land. 
Such a Date he-prefix'd to the Chaldeens, 
Moabites, Edomites, Tyrians, and other Na- 
tians: Such a Permiſſion he gave to Antrochus 
Epiphanes, that he might be a ſevere Scourge 
to the Jes, When their Sins were come to 
the Height. When the Tranſgreſſions are

The 
Lord waited on Beljhazzar that impious 
Prince, until he had falled up the Meaſure of 
his Iniquities by prophaning the Gold and Sil- 
ver Veſſels of the Temple at his prophane 
Feaſt ; as it were in Contempt and Triumph 


over the true God: Then God number d bis 


Days, and cut him off and hu hundred Princes 
in that inſtant, in the ſeventeenth year ot his 


Reign. Laſtly, our Saviour reproving the Dau. 5. 22. 


Hypocriſy of the Phariſees in his Days, ſaid 


unto them, Fill ye up the meaſure of your Fa- Mas. 23.32. 


thers, f or as ſome Copies have it; and ye 
have filled up; which Meaſure of their Iniqui- 
ties being filled up, the ſevere Wrath of God 
fell upon that wicked Generation forty years 
after wards, and uttelry deſtroy'd them. 
Now, it may be ſaid, that Men have filed 
wp the meaſure of their Sins, and their Cup 
full in three Reſpects. | | 


1f, When they are univerſally Wicked, 
and all Fleſh have corrupted their Ways: This 
was the Caſe of the Old World, Sodom and 
Teruſalem; for when Noah was taken from 
among them, and ſhut up ately in the Ark; 
the Deluge (wept all the reſt away: As ſoon 


Implete menſuram peccatorum, quibus nimirum 
terminum ſtatuit, & modum, quò cum pervenerint, 
Deus vindictim infligit.

Dr. Hammond in loc. 
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as righteous Lot had eſcaped, Fire and Brim- 
ſtone burnt up all the impious Iobabitants of 
the five Cities: When Hezekias and Foſras, 
thoſe pious Princes were gone, and when the 
elect fes got fate out of Feruſalem ; ; Nebu- 
chadnezzar and Veſpaſian laid it in heaps. For 
pious Men ate a ſingular Biefling ro a City, 
the Pillars + fa Kin gdom, and the Prop of the 
World: For their fakes God ſpares many 
thouſand Sinners, and bleſſeth the Place 
where they dwell: He will not ſuffer His 
Judgment to fall in their Days; therefore he 
takes them from the Evil ro come, ſhuts them 
up in a filent Grave, and takes them to reſt 
with kumſe if; but afterwards poureth his 
Judgments upon the ungodly Remnant. You 
ſee now, what would be the beſt Safeguard 
to this Ciry and Nation, what would prove 
the moſt effoctual means to keep off thoſe 
dreadiul Plagues and Aſfflictions, which have 
diſi eopled others: The Tears and Prayers of 
Gd People have very often averted divine 
Wrath ; thoſe were always the beſt Defence 
in time of Danger; and have procur'd great 
Delivcrances. But alas! true Piety is mock'd 
and deſpis d. Charity waxeth cold, Wicked. 
neſs abounds, Religion is negleQed, and the 
fincere Proteflors of it are very few; would 
to God there were many more cf them a- 
mong vs. A* is to be fear d, there are but

Foreſt ſhall ſlay them, a Wolf of tbe Evening 
ſhall ſpoil them, a Leopard ſhall watch over 
their Cities : Every one that goeth out thence 
ſhall be torn in pieces, becauſe their Tranſgreſ= 
fions are many, and their Back-ſlidmgs are in- 
creaſed. The Lord complained in the Days

How ſhameleſs were the Men of Sodom, of Ges. 19. f. 
Gibea, and the Sons of El: ! Their Punifh- Jug. 19. 
ment was therefore very ſudden and ſevere; 27. 
The Prophet affirms, that the Jews were ſuch ' S. 2. 
in his time: The Shew of their Countenance I.,; A 
doth witneſs againſt them; and they declare 
their Sin as Sodom, they hide it not: Wo unto 
their Soul, for they bave rewarded evil umo 
themſelves, And too many of this Sort of 
Sinners are to be found among us at this Day: 
Do not the prophane Swearers glory in their 
new Oaths and horrible Blaſſ hemies; the 
Drunkards boaſt of their Strength; the an- 
ebaſte Perſons of their Gallanzry, and triumph 
in their ſcerer Amyurs ?

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.. Nay, Alas! there be certain Societies of. 
notorious Sinners among us, equally ſhame- 
leſs (but indeed more heinous in the Sight 
of God) as thoſe of Sodom: And Clubs alſa 
of ſuch Blaſphemers as former Ages never 
heard of; wno are arriv'd to that Degree of 
At beiſm, as to ridicule and lampoon the 
God that made, redeem'd and ſanftified 
them, Theſe and other abounding Iniqui- 
ties may deſervedly bring upon this City 
and Nation ſpeedy and unuvoidable De- 
ſtruction. Ol how will they bluſh, when 
their Works of Darkneſs {hall be laid open 
before Men and Angels ? How will they, 
tremble before the God whom they have. 
defied ? What Shame and Confuſion will 
ſeize them, when they ſhall ſtand Naked be- 
fore the Judge of the whole Earth? . 

Again, ſometimes God ceaſes to reprove 
and chaſtiſe Men for their Sins; and this is 
a Second Sign that the Date of his Patience 
is at an End, and that his Spirit will not, 
ſtrive with them any longer: For this is a 
Means, of Salvation to ſome ; but thoſe that 
abuſe it, he gives up to themſelves : So they 
go on in their Tranſgreſſions adding Sin to 
Sin, without Check or Controul, until they 
are plung'd headlong in Miſery and Woe. 
This is a Sign of God's Diſpleaſure, a ſe- 
vere Puniſhment of itſelf, a token that more 
is at Hand; the worſt State in this Life, and 
the firſt Fruits of Hell and Damnation in 
the next. King Saul was deſerted of God 
and fo Periſhed. God gave up the 1/reelites 
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id in their own Counſels, and twenty and Numb. 25 


four thouſand of them periſhed in one Day. 9 
The Kingdom of Iſrael fell into Idolatry to 
ſuch a Degree, after God ſent his Prophets 
to warn them daily, his Mercies and Judg- 
ments ta convince them of their Danger,

Daughters when they commit Whoredow ; r 


Jour Spouſes, when they commit Adultery : for 
themſelves are ſeparated, and they Sacrifice 
with Harlots — Ephraim ts joyned to Idols let 
bim alone : F.r the Iniquity of his Covetouſ- 
neſs I was Moth and (mote him, I bid me 
and was Wroth, and he went on frowardly in 
the Way of bis Heart. Then he delivered 
them up to the King of Afyria, who led 
them Captives into a far Country, where 
they periſhed in everlaſting Oblivion, Be- 
cauſe the Scribes und Phariſees ſo malicivuſly 
and obſtinately. deſpiſed the Miracles and 


Doctrine of Chriſt, he ſaid, Let them alone: Ml. 15.

And ſo both Leaders and Followers 
among them have been left ro themſelves, 
and given up to judicial Blindneſs and Im- 
penitence theſe ſeventeen hundred Years;

-maneſer and Nebuchanez2ar the Rods of bis 
Anger to ſcourge Iſrael and Judah for their 
-manifold Provocations: And he has in the 
ſame manner permitted many cruel and mer- 
'cilefs Tyrants in every Age ſiuce to chaſtize 
Mankind for their Iniqui - ies. What Millions 
have Cyrus, Alexander, Julius Ceſar, (that 
Plague and Poifon of Mankind) Veſpaſian, 
Tamerlane and Lewis XIV. mod down to 
the Grave in their barbarous and uncivil 
Wars? God with-holds the Rains from Hea- 
ven, and takes away the Fruits of the Earth 
from a ſinful People; he turneth Rivers into 
4 Wilderneſs, and the Water-ſprings into dry 
Ground; @ fruitful Land into Barrennefi: For 
the Wickedneſs of them that dwell there, For 
this Cauſe he has puniſhed former Generations 
with Storms, Tempeſts, Inundations, Earth- 
quakes, Hurricaues, Ligbtniigs, Plagues, Pe- 
ffilences, Famines, Maſſacres, and bloody Wars, 
all theſe Calamities betal Men for their Iniqui- 
ties: And therefore we have no reaſon to 
find fault with divine Providence for theſe 
Inſtances of Severity that he has ſhew'd upon 
ſome; but may rather wonder, that they are 
not more ſevere and numerous; and bleſs 
God for his infinite Patience and Mercy in 
forbearing us, when his Anger rageth againſt 
our Neighbouring Nation. Tis true, the 
Plague has been very formidable and mortal 
5 2 there; 
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there; having in eighteen Months cut off no 
leſs than three hundred and forry thouſand 
Men, and almoſt diſpeopled ſome of its moſt 
populous and flouriſhing Cities. But Lord 
how many thouſand innocent People have 
they murder'd in their late bloody and am- 
bitious Wars for fifty years together? What 
Rivers of Blood have they ſhed in Italy, Ger- 
many, Spain, Flanders and Britain, in the 
laſt Century? For theſe and other Sins God 
makes their dead lie heaps upon heaps. But 
we mult not think that we are better than 
they, becauſe they ſuffer theſe dreadful A ffli- 
tions: No, let us be humbled and grieved 
for our own Sins, and with the Prophet ac- 
knowledge, that it is of the Lords mercy that 
we are not conſumed ; becauſe his Compaſſions 
fail not. 

But more dreadful Judgments than theſe 
remain for all impenitent Sinners, which will 
unavoidably fall upon them, when the Lord 
Jeſus ſhall be revealed from Heaven with uw 
mighty Angels in flaming Fire, taking Venge- 
ance on them that know not God, and chicks 
not the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; who 
ſhall be puniſhed with everlaſting Deitruttion 


from the Preſence of the Lord, and from che 


Glory of b Power. O! how will they abide 
his coming? O! what Fear and Terror will 
then take hold of them? Theſe Temporal 
Calamities are ſent on the Earth, that Men 
may avoid thoſe that are eternal; otherwiſe 
theſe are but a Prelude to thoſe: And thrice 
happy are they co whom the firſt prevent the 
latter, Notwithſtanding, not only the Atheiſt, 


but 
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but even ſome that believe this, will hardly 
be prevail d with ro break off their Iniquitics, 
and to flee from the Wrath to come. What 
a monſtrous Piece of Folly is it to be wicked; 
ſeeing Men expoſe themſelves thereby to all 
theſe dreadful Puniſhments. 

Knowing therefore the Terror of the Lord, 
let us ſcarch and try our ways, and now turn 
again to him by true Repentance and Refor- 
mation of Life; that he may forgive us all 
that is paſt ; and receive us graciouſly into 
his Favour and Protection, when the evil Day 
approacheth. We * 7 to conſider, what 
Patience and Goodneſs our merciful Father 
has ſhe wn to this Nation; that ſo we may 
endeavour to bring forth Fruit ſaitable to 
them, God was pleaſed to plant a pure and 
orthodox Religion among our Forefathers in 
the very firſt * Dawnivg of Chriftianity : He 
reform'd it from the Superſtition of Rome, 
and reſcued it out of the hands of that prevail-

into Lybia and Egypt: It over- run Judea, 


Phznicia, Syria and the whole Perſian Em- 
pire: From thence it paſſed into Greece, and 
grievoully afflicted the Athenian State and all 
the Roman Empire. It broke out again at 
Athens with great Fury four years afterwards, 
and ſo much exhauſted that City of iis Inha- 
bitants, that for better repleniſhing of it, a 
new Law was made to allow every Man to 
marry two Wives. This Peſtilence ſpread 
over the greateſt Part of the World, conti- 
nuing in ſome Place or another for fifteen 
years together, and is the fir univerſal Plague 
we read of in Hiſtory. 

* Thucydides the Athenians Hiſtorian has 
given a very full Account of this Diſeaſe, ha- 
ving had it himſelf, and freely viſited a great 
many that were afflicted with it. Hippocrates 


that excellent Phyſician of Cos, wrote of it 


as a Phyſician ; he was at Athens all tho time 
this Diſtemper rag'd there ; and cleanſed 
oy le by burning the Woods, which puri- 
fp'd the Air; and Artaxerxes King of Perſia 
promis'd him very great Rewards to come 
into his Dominions, to cure thoſe who are 
infected with it; but he refuſed them all. 
I. Lecretiu, who was three hundred years 
after them, has given us a Poetical Deſcription 
of it in theſe Lines, |

Which began 
in the Street called Leſcalle, a Part of the old Town, 
inhabited only by poor People, arid quickly ſpread it 
ſelf over the City.

Corn, ear, 
Wood, Money, and all other Neceffaries': Therefore

lem. The Infection appear'd with Buboes, and tormen- 
ted them with ſo much Pain and Miſery, that it made 
ſome delirious, others it withered into ſtrange Poſtures, 
denoting the torturing Venom which ſtruck them to 
the Heart; others cut their own Throats, ſome leapt in- 
to the Sea, and threw themſelves out of Windows to put 
an End to their Miſery : Whatſoever Houſe the Peſti- 
lence enter d into, it carried off the whole Family; and 
ſcarcely one eſcap'd that was ſeized therewith. The 
Sickneſs rag'd in this manner from the 2 5th of Auguſt 
to the end of September, deſtroying 1000 Perſons a Day. 
Never was a City in ſuch a deplorable Condition, the 
dead Bodies being caſt in heaps at the Gates of the 
Hoſpitals and Streets; and every Place being as it were 
a vaſt Church- yard; then neither Ground nor Buriers 
could be had to inter them; when thoſe in the City 
were cut off, they had at ſeveral times about 500 
Slaves from on board of the Gallies, to perform that 
irkſome Office. You might ſee thouſands of putrify'd 
Bodies lie in every Street ; Men, Women, Children, 
Dogs, Cats, and other Animals corrupting together, 
and among them as many in a languiſhing miſerable 
Condition, juſt expiring. But what could be more 
piercing than to ſee many wretched Mothers in all pla- 
ces dying by their dead Infants, and divers poor Or- 


phans hanging upon the Breaſts of their deceaſed Mo- 


thers. Nothing could be heard but Tears, Sighs, Groans: 
Outcries, Deſpair, Death and Mortality in every corner: 
The Living in a very deplorable Condition, and thoſe 
that were dead, infecting them with the ſame Conta- 
gion by their ſtinking Bodies, crawling with Worms, 
and rotting above Ground, becauſe there were none 

left to bury them in that hot Seaſon, | 
Nov. 26. 1720, That dreadful Diſtemper had vi- 
ſited Aix, the Capital of Provence, Toulon, Arles, and 
a great many Places about Marſeilles, Afterwards it

At Marvejols, 
Mende, Moulines, Comtat, Beſſe, St. Leger and other Towns, 
the Infection has broke out again, and hardly any Body 
is left alive, now the Contagion threatens the Lower Lan- 
guedoc, Gaſcogne, Gutenne, Lyonnois, and other Provinces of 
France, But how far it may proceed, and when it will 
abate, he only knows, who is infinite in Wiſdom, Power, 
and Goodneſs, the Sole Lord of Life and Death. 

From this #iforical Account of Plagues, Peflilences, and Fa- 
mines, we may obſerve what a dreadful Deftroyer of Man- 
kind theſe have been; They are the moſt dreadful Sword of 
an angry God, which he never draws until the Sins of a wic- 
ked People have incens'd him; And therefore from ſuch 
Defirultion and Miſery, from ſuch dreadful Plague, Pefiilence, 
and Famine, Good Lord deliver BRITI AN. 


WV humbly beſeech thee, O Father of all Mercy and 
God of all Conſolation, to look down from Heaven 
with an-Eye of Pity and Compaſſion upon all the Sons and 
Daughters of Affliction; withdraw that Plague: and grievous 
Sickneſs, which has ſo milerably waſted our Neighbours :
